He was last seen at the Four 
Courts at 9 o'clock Saturday night, and was 
then greatly under the influence of liquor. 

He never recovered consciousness after be- 
ing taken to the hospital. Dr. Sutter found 
it necessary to trephine the skull, and the 
Operation was performed as a last resort, 
with the consent of the patient's wife.

Prot. Sims imparted his information to the 
police Monday night.

It oceurred about mid- 
night Saturday, The professop was going 
home, and when he alighted from the car 
he saw a disturbarice at Twenty-second 
street and Washington avenye. 

He called the attention of the conductor 
to it. He saw a man on the pavement on 
the east.side of Twenty-second street. He 
also saw a colored woman and two white 
men Standing beside Donahoe. The three 
appeared to be gréatly excited. 

he taller of the two men jumped the 
fence of the church yard and motioned to 
his. companions to follow. The remaining 
man.and the nmegress appeared to be 
trying to lift the body of Donahoe over the: 
fence to hide it. 

The professor walked toward them: The 
tall._man returned te the pavement. They 
rolied the body to the gutter and hurriedly 
ran north on Twenty-second street. 

When the professor reached the body his 
mouth was full of blood and his head was 
Iimp. He appeared to be dead. The profes- 
sor then telephoned for an ambulance. 

While waiting for the ambulance to come 
quite a crowd collected. Nearly every one 
seemed to know who the injured man was. 
Prof. Sims overheard the bystanders talk- 
ing and remembers hearing one say: “The 
less you say about this the better.” He 
pail particular attention to the appearance 
ef this man and says he can identity him. 

Prof. Sims says when he first saw the 
body it was lying fully 3% feet from the cor- 
ner, and this indicates that it was impossi- 
ble for the attorney to have fallen against 
the corner of the church and reééived the 
wounds accidentally, as the police at first 
appvared to. believe. | 


After Prof. Sims told his stary, the police 
set to work anew of the case. They made 
three arrests. One of the parties arrested is 
Charles Pohlmann, son of ex-Sheriff Pohl- 
mann. John E. Johnson and a Mrs. Shep- 
pard were the others. They fit the descrip- 
tion given by Prof: Sims. Pohlmann is tall, 
while Johnson is below the medium height 
and the Sheppard woman is a negress. 

Pohimann and Johnson insist that they 
know nothing of the cause of Donahue’s 
death. They had been over at the Sheppard 
woman's house on Twenty-second street and 
were drinking. While walking along the 
street the Sheppard woman acctised Pohl- 
man oftryingto steal Johnson’s. watch. This 
precipitated a fight. Both men claim that 
they never saw Donahoe on the night he met 
his death. 

Capt. Joyce of the Third District takes no 
stock in the story told by Prof Sims, and 
holds to the theory that Donahoe’s death 
was due to accident, 


Charlie Donahoe had been a familiar fig- 
ure around the Four Courts for fifteen or 
twenty years. His practice was confined ex- 
Clusively to the Police Court,“and his last | 
appearance before that tribunal was ii 
o’clock Saturday morning, when he defend- 
ed Ray Eastman, charged with keeping a 
disorderly house at ‘3505 Lindel! avenue. He 
was then perfectly sober and appeared to be 
in better health than usual. 

Donahoe’s great failing was drink, but he 
never fell to the level of a common drunk- 
ard, in that he never entirely lost the friend- 


man of good education, deeply read, and nad 
upon his tongue’s end a thousand quotations 
from standard authors. His manner of 
speech was smooth and easy, and his salu- 
tations polite. Without the curse of drink 
he might have made a brilliant success of 
life, for even with it his abilities were not 
wholly wasted nor his talents obscured... 
Donahoe’s one distinguishing characteris. 
tic was his hand-shake. Although not a 
large man he had a grip like a vise, and the 
better he liked a man the tighter he would

MANDAMUS INVOKED.

An Effort to Force Carlisle te Deliver 
Bonds Allotted te Wm. Graves. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14.—William 
Graves of New York City filed in the Dis- 


damus to compel Secretary of the Treasury 
Carlisle to deliver to him bonds to the 
amount of $4,500,000 of the recent issue of 
thirty year 4 per cents. The petition sets 
out that he bid for this amount of bonds 
at 115.389 on Feb. 4 last, and complied with 
all the regulations; that his bid was also 
accepted; that the original notice of allot- 
ment was not sent to him as to other bid- 
ders, and though requested, no allowance 
was made by the department for the time 
lost by the negligent act of the department 
in misdirecting ‘the official allotment notice. 

The contention is made that the refusal: 
to deliver these bonds allotted to hint in 
New York as required was a mere sub- 
terfuge to prevent the petitioner, and those 
who might associate with him, in carrying 
out the terms of the bid and completing 
the purchase of the bonds, and that the 
requirement that the petitioner deposit them 
in the Sub-Treasury at New York,and trans 
fer the deposit certificates to the Treas- 
ury Department here, was a requirement not 
exacted of other successful bidders, a great 
hardship to him and an invasion of his right 
to have the bonds delivered at New York. 

After claiming that the refusal of the de- 
partment to accept payment for the bonds 
allotted to him on the date fixed for pay-

$t. Louis physicians and scientists are 
not inclined to credit the alleged discoveries 
of Prof. W. P. Pratt and Hugh Wightman. 
These Chicago gentlemen claim that they 


have demonstrated by practical experi- 
ments that the Roentgen rays will kill 
cholera, diphtheretic and _ tuberculous 
erms, and that no contagious or infectious 
disea need be feared in the future any 
more than the earache or other trivial ail- 
ment. ; 
In speaking to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
on the subject Dr. A. Ravold said: “I do 
not believe very much in the claims these 
entlemen from Chicago put forth. In the 
frst place we do not need X rays to kill 
the germs they describe. The trouble we 
have always experienced is in getting at 
the germs. They claim that after getting 
some diphtheretic. germs into a tube it 
took eight days to kill them. A patient 
might die of diphtheria tn less time than 
that. Then how would it look for a physi- 
cian to go around carrying a Crookes tube 
and hunting for germs to exterminate. 
“These gentlemen do not say they can 
kill infectious germs in the tissue by aid 
of the X rays. And this is the important 
point to it. I imagine they will have all 
kinds of fun before they succeed in con- 
vincing the profession they have found

eqenethone Ussery, professor of chemistry 


Dr. W. 
in the Marion-Sims College of Medicine, 
said: “‘My experience with the X ray ts 


it is only a manifestation of physical 
cree different from ordinary light in mee 
it penetrates hitherto so-called opaque eu - 
stances It is possible that ‘the X ray being 
so entirely different in its effects cg 
ordinary light rays may so act on m cro- 
organisms as to destroy them and prev ~~ 
their development. I do not believe, though, 
that such an effect is probable. The phys:- 
cal character of the ray is not calculated 
to produce such a result unless the force ts 
an entirely new one. I only hope the Chi- 
cago gentlemen's results are genuine. In 
my opinion the health of the people de- 
pends on the destruction of micro-organ- 
isms generally. 

“Ordinary light is inimical to the develop- 
ment of many germs, and I am willing to 
concede to the X rays the same power. 
But I do not believe that a diphtheretic 
throat or a tuberculous lung will be bene- 
fited one particle by an X ray or any 
other light ray. Physically I am pre- 
pared to believe wonders concerning tne 
new ray, but chemically its actions have 
not proven to be materially different from 
that of ordinary light. If the X ray will 
destroy micro-organisms I believe that it 
is due to an entirely new force in nature. 
Wonderful as the Roertgen discovery is, 
however, I am not yet ready to admit that 
it is a new force. It is only a new manifes- 
tation and application of ordinary light, 
the oldest of natura! forces.”’ 

Prof. F. Nipher of Washington University 
said: “I hardly know about these claims 
made by the gentlemen from Chicago. | 
will believe it when I see it accomplished. 
Pi-have seen so much that is absurd claimed 
for this new discovery that I only believe 
that which I either know or that which 
appears reasonable to me. 

“Tt know that some time ago, probably 
as long ago as a month, some experiments 
were made in New York on consumption. 
These, however, were not very succes-/fdl. 
It is a known and accepted fact that sun- 
light kills the tuberculous germs, but it re- 
mains to be demonstrated that the X rays 
can do the same. 

“Tt is not absurd to claim that the X 
ray would produce the same effect as light. 
But when a man says he has successfully 
demonstrated it I want to see his demonstra- 
tion before accepting it for.a fact. There 
are sO many working on this matter that 
they are too eager for results and they 
draw on their imagination for conclu- 
sions. 

“These Chicago gentlemen are going to 
kill cholera germs with the X rays. Well, 
that is not needed.” Physicians can control 
that easily. There was enough choiera in 
New York in the summer of 1892 to infect 
all of America. But it was not allowed to 
spread. It is not claimed that the X ray 
will cure a cholera patient, hence in cholera 
it is useless. 

“If by introducing the X rays intg the 
lungs a way of curing consumption niay 
be found there would be rejoicing at the 
grand discovery. But at present there is no 
evidence that such has been -ionc.”’

He was followed and stabbed near the 
heart Sunday night by a drunkard whom he 
put out of the Church of God, 2929 Mont- 
gomery street, for breaking a window. Now 
he lies in his room in a boarding-house at 
Chouteau and Vandeventer avenues, trust- 
ing to the Lord to de with him as the d- 
vine wisdom may dictate. 

He declined to have a doctor treat him 


because he believes that human skill is of 
Mo avail in @ struggle with death. 

“If the Lord will not cure me, a doctor 
can not,’ said Walck to a reporter Tues- 
day morning. 

“The Lord hath raised me up. He has 
done great things for me. If He desires 
to save me, He will. <A doctor cannot save 
his own life; how then can he Save mine?” 

The man’s voice was husky from loss of 
blood and weakness, but his eyes sparkled 
with a fanatic fre while he explained why 
he refused to call in a physician t® attend 
to-his wound. 

Agonizing pains have racked his body, 
and for a time Sunday night the shadow 
of death hovered over him, but Walck bore 
it all patiently, with a child-like confidence 
that the Lord would act for the best. 


“The Lord has done much for me,” con- 
tinued Walck in defending his faith. ‘“‘Sun- 
c-~ night 1 could hardly breathe, and the 
pains were horrible, I prayed to the Lord 
to relieve the pain, and e did, so that 
now I do not suffer unless [ talk too much. 

“A doctor may be able to sew up a cut, 
or set a broken bone better than other 
men, but when there is question of saving 
a life, he can do nothing, for the Lord has 
appointed a day for every one.”’ 

Walck was asked if he always had the 
faith he now has. He said that until] he 
was converted last June at the House of 
God he was a worldly man, but he has 
since seen the error of his Ways and learn- 
on what happiness it is to be a good Chris- 
tian. ' 

As he lay in bed he turned his eyes to a 
Bible which was on the dresser and he 
spoke enthusiastically of the consolation he 
had received and the rules of conduct he 
had learned from it. 

He said he was born in Germany and the 
reporter complimented him on his good use 
of English. Walek replied quickly that 
that was one of the blessings the Lord has 
given him since his conversion. 


‘When I was converted last June,”’ re- 
plied Welck, “I could not talk English well, 
but the Lord has helped, me and now I 
speak it much better.” 

Speaking of the trouble at the church, he 


said: 

“I was cut Sunday night before the chil- 
dren’s service began, A drunken man came 
into the church and broke a window. I ask- 
ed him to leave but he refused. He was 
emall and thin while I am big and strong, so 
I took hold of him by the coat, carried him 
out-and closed the door on him. When I let 
go of him he caught my coat sleeve and 
tore it. Another member of the church told 
me to calla policeman and have the man ar- 
rested, and I decided to do so. I do not like 
to do another harm, but I thought that man 
should be punished or he might kill some-

In the National Conven- 
tion, the roll is a roll of States, not of dis- 
tricts. The State, and not the district, is 
the unit. 

The right to elect is coupled with the 
right to reject. Either the State Convention 
has the right to reject anyone proposed for 
delegate, or it has not the rignt to elect 
at all. Likewise, if the State Convent‘on 
has the power to or right to instruct a dele- 
gate, so that he will be-in honor bound to 
vote any particular way, upon any particu- 
lar question, even though his judgment, 
freed from the instruction, would carry him 
the other way, then the State Convention 
has the equal power and the right to place 
in the position of trust, as delegates those’ 
who will execute the will of the State Con- 
vention freely, because they share it. 

If it be said that heretofore the State 
Convention has been content to elect for 
delegates those who have been named by 
the several district delegations, the answer 
is that, in the instances cited, the per- 
‘sons suggested were satisfactory to the 
State Convention—the State Convention 
elected them. What foundation does this 
bit of history afford for the contention 
that the State Convention must elect per- 
sone who are not satisfactory? 

Suppose the delegates In the State Con- 
vention from some particular Congressional 
district present for election as delegates to 
the National Convention, two persons, A. 
end B. And suppose some member of the 
convention should move as an amendment 
the substitution of C. and D. for the other 
two.

Patrolman Henry Oswald of the Second 
Police District must answer to the Grand- 
Jury for the killing of Joseph® Wittich, 23 
‘Years old, at 1 o'clock Sunday morning, at 


Third and Carroll streets. | 
"We, the jury, are m0t able to say that 
he was justifiable, and recommend 
that the prisoner be held for the Grand- 
jury,” was the wording of the report re- 
turned to Coroner Wait at the conclusion 
of the inquest Tuesday morning. 
Oswald was placed under arrest by order 
of Capt. Keeble, who was present when 
the verdict was returned. He will be 


| admitted to bail in the sum of $1,000 Tues- 


day.afternoon. A warrant will be applied 
for as soon as a transcript of the testi- 
mony can be obtained. 

“As soon as a’warrant is issued charging 
the officer with a felony,”’ says Chief Harri- 
ee. “he will be suspended, but not be- 

ore.”’ 

Oswald lives at 2801 Wisconsin avenue. His 
statement to the jury was plain and con- 
cise. On the sidewalk at Third and Carroll 
streets he saw Joseph Meisser, and arrested 
him as a suspicious character. Meisser re- 
sisted and the officer struck him with. his 
club. 

Charles F. Bower,alias Bauer, saloonkeep- 
er at Third and Carroll, heard the noise, 
walked outside, cursed the officer and called 
to the crowd to take his star and club away. 

Meisser asked permission to go into the 
saloon to wash the blood from his head, 
and -Oswald took him in. Several men 
rushed in, tore Meisser away and com- 
manded him to go home. They had called 
on Bower, who had said that the prisoner 
should never leave his place in custody. 
Revolvers and knives were displayed, and 
Taggrewes had to use both club and revolver 

beating the crowd back and saving him- 
self from harm, 

After the prisoner had been taken away 
from him the officer attempted to arrest 
Bower for interfering. Bower resisted and 
Oswald attempted to intimidate him with 
his revolver. The crow@‘again rushed into 
the saloon to Bower’s rescue, and pelted the 
place with stones, brick-bats and clubs. Joe 
Wittich seized the officer from behind and 
Oswald claims that he attempted to strike 
.Wittich twice with his revolver. The weapon 
was discharged both times, and at the sec- 
ond shot Wittich fell dead. Spectators claim 
that the shots were fired deliberately. Os- 
wald testified that he had threatened sev- 
eral times to shoot into the crowd to protect 
himself. 

Mrs. Bower and Mrs. Miller of 1550 South 
Third street, who ran into the saloon, tes- 
tified that the officer threatened to shoot 
both of them if they should interfere with 
his business. 

The mother of the dead man created a 
scene in the Coroner’s office Monday by de- 
nouncing her own son. ; 

“He was a worthless rascal!’ she ex- 
claimed. ‘“‘He robbed me of everything I had 
and I am giad he is dead!’

There is a fund 
at the disposition of the State Department 
for just such work, and Schofield can be 
sent by the Present without any action 
by Congress. , 


INDIGNATION AT MADRID. 


The People Aroused to Fury Over the 
Elections. 


MADRID, April 4—Much indignation is 
expressed here on account of the disgraceful 


tactics adopted by the Government to defat 
Marquis de Cabrinana, author of the revel- 
ations of the Madrid municipal scandals. 
The tone of the whole press is very violent. 
The Liberals yesterday helped the Con- 
servatives against Cabrinana, but to-day, 
seeing the danger of popular agitation, Sen- 
or Sagasta declared that the elections in 
Madrid must be declared null and void, as 
also those in Cuba. The Liberals elected 
for Madrid will resign, thus forcing new 
elections for three sets of Deputies.

AIDS THE ITALIANS. 


Effect of the Announcement of the 
British Advance. 


NEW YORK, April 14.—A dispatch, to the 
Herald from Wady Halfa, Egypt, says: 
Sarras and Akasheh have been strongly 


garrisoned. The railway between these 
points is being pushed forward as rapidly 
as possible. Four miles of rail have been 
already laid and the-track will be com- 
pleted along the course laid down in 1884, 
in order to pass the cataracts. [For the 
guarding of the railway strong posts have 
been established on the Nile at Semneh, 
Wady Ambigol, Tangur and Sonki. Each 
of these posts has been supplied with a con- 
tingent to guard the point opposite to it on 
the line as it-is laid, in order to_prevent the 
Dervishes from tesroying the works. 

The Dervishes at ‘Suarda, who number 
8,000, have advanced théir posts to Mogra- 
keh, distant fifteen miles from Akasheh, 
the main body of the Dervishes still re- 
maining at Dongola. 

The moral effect of the announcement of 
the British expedition has been excellent in 
the Seudan and has been of the utmost serv- 
ice to the Italians at Kassala. ; 

Six steamers have arrived at Wady Halfa 
with a third battery of artillery and railway 
sleepers. Newspaper correspondents are at 
present prevented from going beyond Sar- 
ras. 


CRISPI TALKS. 


His Explanation of Why Kasala Was 
Not Evacuated. 


NEW YORK, April 14.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Rome says: The German Em- 
peror has invited the Prince of Naples to the 
grand maneuvers at Goerlitz next autumn. 
Col. Von Engelsbrecht, the German military 
attache, had a long conference with Gen. 
Ricotti, the Minister of War. 

Signor Crispi says the statement to the 
effect that he had asked but had been re- 
fused an audience with the Emperor, is 
untrue.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 14—The 
United States Charge d’Affaires, Mr. John 
W. Riddle, has received a written assurance 


from the Turkish Government that the Rev. 
George P. Knapp, the American missionary 
recently expelled from Bitlis, wik be de- 
livered to the United States Consul at 
Alexandretta, It is further stated that the 
Sultan’s irade providing for the expulsion 
of the other missionaries from Asia Minor 
has been repealed; and for the present, at 
least, the missionaries need not anticipate 
any further trouble. 

It is understood that in both these cases 
the Sultan has actgd upon the advice of the 
Russian Ambassador. 


Balfour’s. Irish Land Bill. 


LONDON, April 14.—Mr. Gerald Balfour, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, introduced the 
new Irish land bill tn the House of Com- 
mons yesterday. The bill has provisions to 
facilitate the purchase of holdings and pre- 
vents the lessee from having rent levied on 
his improvements. It is proposed that the 
tenant shall be deemed, on the payment of 
two years’ arrears, to be in just possession 
of his holdings, leaving the landlord to re- 
cover the remainder of the arrears in the 
ordinary way. 
After hearing Mr. Balfour’s speech the 
opinion expressed was that a bill of such 
complexity as to have occupied three ‘hours 
in its explanation had little prospect of 
passing at this session of Parliament, in 
view of the prolonged debates expected on 
the education bill. 

The bill was read for the first time, and 
its second reading was fixed for April 27. 


Hard Up for Horses.

Drunken Indians Murder all the Of- 
ficials at Juquela, 


MEXICO CITY, Mex., April 14—A tele- 
gram from Oaxaca City says the rebel 
Indians at the town of Juquela killed all 
the town councilors, school teachers, local 


priest, Chief of Police and the telegraph 
operator, in fact, every one holding a 
Government place. The rebel Zimatlans 
began thelr plotting tn Holy Week, in- 
stigated by Indian lawyers, who informed 
them that the new State taxes were un- 
constitutional, but the authoritieg paid’ no 
attention to the excitement amdghg them, 
considering that they were engaged in their 
usual drunken celebration of the season. 
But, procuring arms and machetes, they 
made a rush for the Town Hall, sacking 
the place and penetrating to the private 
apartment of the Prefect, where they gross- 
ly maltreated the women of his family 
and shen killed several officials and armed 
Servants. The mob, after sacking the Town 


Hall, went to the Federal stamp office and 
assaulted it. Many shops were burned 
after being sacked, and the Indians deeora.- 
ted themselves with stolen finery. 

They all fled on the approach of the sol- 
diers, and are now in the hills. The revolt 
is local and will be suppressed. 


GOTHAM’S BABY WAIPFS. 


More Infants Abandoned in New York 
Than Ever Before.
